lation of the law. 

“But if the 10 or more agents get 
together and enter into an agreement 
or conspiracy to make and maintain the 
same rates, that does constitute a vio- 
lation of the.law, and will subject them 
to prosecution. It is not the use of the 
same rate that makes the companies or 
@eents liable to prosecution, but the 
trust agreement or conspiracy. There 

absolutely no reason why the fire 
bnnurance companies cannot continue 

o do business in this State, under the 
present law, just as they did before the 
enactment of the Oliver law. The in-

competitive business in this State, or 
they will come into conflict with the 
jaw.

VERBAL SWATFOR | 
MALARIA CARRIER 
BY DRAINAGE MEN 


Speakers Declare Mosquito 
Causes $170,000,000 Economic 
Loss in U. S. Yearly. 


Anopholes, the malarial mosquito, was 
swatted vigorously by two speakers at 
the Friday morning session of the Third 
National Drainage Congress at the 
Planters Hotel. Frank B. Knight and 
Dr. William A. Evans, both of Chicago, 
devoted much of their addresses to a 
discussion of the deleterious effects of 
malaria on business and the benefits of 
drainage in restoring health and effi- 
ciency by ridding swampy sections of 
the insect that produces the disease in 
man. 

Knight said that the economic logs due 
to the mosquito in the United States is 
estimated at $170,000,000 a year and that 
the extinction of the pest would result 
in a gain in land valuation of about 
$3,000,000,000. Dr. Evans declared that 
the extinction of the mosquito would 
add $10 to the value of every acre of 
land in the southern part of the United 
States. 

The knowledge that the malarial mos- 
oulto operates generally in the South, 
he said, has a depreciating influence on 
land values there. The total corn crop 
would be doubled, he predicted, under 
anti-malarial conditions. 


“Thirty years ago,” said Dr. Evans, 


“Chicago, New York and Brooklyn each 
bad more malaria than any southern 
state has today. The fight against 
malaria is nothing new. India, Crina, 
Italy and other countries have had the 
problem to handle, and along the Pa- 
nama Canal it has been a fight, not 
cnly against malaria, but against yel- 
low fever and other diseases.” 

Dr. Evans declared that Illinois is 
cne state where malaria'has been prac- 
tically killed, particularly in Chicago. 
He said that negroes brought from the 
South to work on the Chicago Drain- 
age Canal infected mosquitoes, which in 
turn infected peovle, and measures to 
stamp out the malady had to be taken. 
*He said that the infected mosquito 
itself dies of malaria in a comparatively 
short time. He expressed the opinion 
that in five years by a determined 
campaign, malaria could be. stamped 
out of the United States altogether. In 
four years, he said, this could be done 
if the war against the anopholes muos- 


first two years. 

Draining swamps and oiling others 
which could not be drained feasibly he 
suggested as methods to be used. He 
also urged that the poor people of the 
malarial districts be supplied free with 
quinine and educated in its proper use 
as a specific against malaria. They 
should be taught to sleep. behind 
screened. windows, he said. 

In the opinion of Dr. Evans about 
50 per cent of the cases of illness as- 
cribed to malaria are due to other 
@auses. Doctors, he said, call it ma- 
laria when they don’t know a patient's 
ailment. ‘le cited the case of a Chi- 
cago Woman whose death was attri 
buted in the doctor's certificate, to ma- 
laria. The health authorities refused 
to accept the certificate and investiga- 
tion showed that the woman died from 
blood poisoning caused by a fractured 
leg,

At a mass meeting of residents of 
Webster Groves, Thursday night, a 
resolution was adopted demanding that 
the Suburban Light & Power Co., a 
subsidiary of the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co., reduce its rate for com- 
mercial lighting to 10 cents a kilowatt 
hour. The present rate is 12% cents.

Construction Co., which has the con- 
tract for lighting the streets of Web- 
ster.

Two weeks ago the Board of Alder- 
men of Webster Groves gave the Elec- 
tric Maintenance & Construction Co. a 
ten-year contract to light the streets on 
the basis of 4 cents a kilowatt hour.

The present street lighting contract is 
held by the Suburban Co., which re- 
ceives 18 cents a kilowatt hour. The re- 
duction was made in the new contract 
when the Electric Maintenance & Con- 
struction Co. was organized to compete 
for the grant with the Western Light & 
Development Co. In the contract a 
franchise was granted to the company 
for commercial lighting. The company 
has since announced that it will not 
enter the commercial lighting field, and 
that residence lights will be furnished 
by the Suburban Co. 

The contract must be approved by the 
voters before it becomes operative, and 
a special election has been called for 
April 26 for that purpose. 

Sliding Secale Offered. 

A committee of Webster Groves cit- 
izens conferred with President Einstein 
of the Suburban company recently and 
demanded a reduction in commercial 
rates. Einstein told the committee that 
a reduction was planned by abolishing 
the middle step of 10 cents in a sliding 
scale of rates ranging from 12% cents 
a kilowatt hour to 6 cents for large 
users. This was not accepted. Mem- 
bers of the committee pointed out that 
the smaller residents would not be af- 
fected by this plan because they do not 
use enough current to get below the 
maximum rate of 12% cents. 

Estimates have been obtained by resi- 
dents on the cost of constructfon of 
municipal plants.and statistics have 
been gathered as to the cost of cur- 
rent produced by city plants in small 
places the size of Webster.

ASSEMBLY TO ASK 


FGAL OPINION ON 
TRACTION REPEAL 


City Counsellor Declines to Ex- 
press Ideas on New Southern 
Franchise Bills. 


The Southern Traction Co. franchise 
will be discussed in all its phases at 
the approaching session of the new 
Municipal Assembly. 

The Post-Dispatch presents today @ 


review of the principal features of all 
the legislation bearing on the Southern 
Traction company’s franchise, together 
with the views of the Public Service 
Commission, previously expressed, to 
the effect that, while the present fran- 


“! chise should not, in justice to the com- 


pany, be repealed, there ought to be 
substituted therefore what is known 
as an indeterminate franchise and that 
the City of St. Louis should have the 
right at any time to acquire the com- 
pany’s tracks either for its own use 
or the use of other companies under 
proper terms of compensation. 

Legal Side of Question. 

On the legal side of the question, City 
Counsellor Baird will be asked by the 
Municipal Assembly to give an opinion 
as to the legality of the proposed fran- 
chise repeal bills to be introduced. 

Under a provision of the ordinance, 
which was passed originally in April, 
1911, the Southern Traction Co. was 
authorized to mortgage the franchise to 
secure the payment of bond issues, and 
this, according to the traction company 
promoters, already has been done 


‘through a foreign underwriting syndi- 


cate, 

‘IT have never given the legal phase 
of this question much thought,” said 
Counselor Baird to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday. ‘‘Although I have read 
the Southern Traction ordinances in a 
general way, I have no opinion as to 
whether a repeal bill would stand the 
test of the courts. I shall defer any 
judgment until called upon by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly or some public official 
interested in the question.” 

Pablic Service Reports. 

In its initial report on the Southern 
Traction franchise, Aug. 16, 1911, the 
Public Service Commission, after point- 
ing out defects in the ordinance, said: 

“The repeal of a franchise is a drastic 
measure, uncertain in its results, and, 
if any other remedy is possible, should 
never be resorted to by a municipality, 
unless there is evidence of gross bad 
faith on the part of the grantees or 
holders of the franchise. In this cage, 
there appears to be no evidence of bad 
faith on the part of the grantee nor of 
improper motives on the part of the 
city government in granting it 

“In fact, the bill shows evidence of 
an effort to protect the city and to gain 
all justifiable benefits for it. That it 
does not accomplish this result is due 
principally to the fact that the ordi- 
nance is a special instead of a general 
ordinance in granting rights to use the 
bridge, and also that, in granting the 
rights to lay tracks in the street, the 
franchise is a fixed-term franchise in- 


The Southern Traction franchise, as it 
now stands, prevides for a downtown 
loop, in St. Louis, to be connected with 
the upper deck of the bridge. The 
route follows: : 
Beginning at the west approach of the 
tree bridge, north on Seventh street to 
Gratiot street, east to Fourth street, 
north to Lucas avenue, west to Twelfth 
street, north to Morgan street, east to 
Tenth street, south to Walnut street, 
east to Seventh street, south to Gratiot 
street, connecting with the free bridge. 
It is provided that the company can- 
not charge more than a 6-cent fare 
from any pojnt in East St. Louis to 
any point on its line in St. Louis, 
Under section 9 the company is pro- 
hibited from charging an arbitrary 
bridge toll on any shipments. This sec- 
tion reads as follows: “‘The City of St. 
Louis and the City of East St. Louis, 
according to their corporate limits, are 
hereby accepted to be a single zone to 
be known as the S8t. Louis Industrial 
Zone.”’ 

The traction company agrees to pay 
the city for the use of its streets, $2600 
@ year for the first five years. $5000 
annually for the following 10 years, and

These 
are serious mistakes and should by all 
means be ocorrected, but, if Possible, 
this should be done in a manner which 
will not deprive the grantee of rights 
which it can retain without injury to 
the city’s interests. 

“To attempt te deprive this grantee of 
rights already gtven ft when other and 
less drastic measures would gain every- 
thing necessary for the full protection 
of the public might result in injuring 
the city’s reputation for good faith and 
tend to discourage other roads from be- 
ing organized, built and operated over 
the bridge.’’ 

50-Year Term Too Leng. 

In a later report to the Municipal As- 
sembiy, the Public Service Commission 
reiterated its views that the -year 
term of the franchise was too long and 
that an indeterminate franchise should 
be substituted therefor. The commission 
found that the acquisition of interurban 
railroads is of great importance to the 
city, especially the retail merchants, and 
that a proper bridge policy would result 
in a few years in making Southern IH- 
nois tributary to St. Louis. 

It recommended the enactment of gen- 
eral ordinances making it easy for all 
interurban roads to gain access to the 
city over the free bridge. The commis- 
sion declared that the city ought to re- 
serve the right, to purchase the tracks 
and overhead work of such interurban 
railroads as may obtain the right to use 
its streets. 

Following the several reports of the 
Public Service Commission, the Munici- 
pal Assembly, in October, 1913, passed a 
bill repealing the Southern Traction 
franchise, so far as the municipal bridge 
is eonoerned, and also adopted an 
amendment specifically reserving to the 
city the right to issue permits for the 
use of the bridge to all interurban rai!- 
ways without the consent of the South- 
ern Traction Co. | 

, Bridge Commissioca. 
As @ companion measure, the Munici- 
pal Assembly passed an ordinance cre- 
ating a Municipal Bridge Commission 
consisting of the Mayor, Camptrolier 
and Street Commissioner, and placing 
the regulation and control of the bridge 
under their absolute jurisdiction. 
This commission’s powers are fully 
set forth im section 1 of the ordinance.

The body of a woman of middle ag, 
who was killed by an automobile truck 
at Easton and Arlington avenues Thurs- 
day afternoon, lay unidentified in the 
city hospital morgue, Friday.

Weeke is in the grocery and saloon 
business at 2201 North Market street. 
The driver, Isaac W. Cannon of 1439 
North Twenty-fourth street, said he 
was going south on Arlington ave- 
nue and had turned west into Easton 
avenue when the woman backed from 
the curb directly in front of the 
truck. She had just crossed the 
Street, he said. 

Her skull and collarbone were frac- 
turned, and she died at the city hos- 
pital at 4 p. m., two hours after being 
hit.

CARTOON CLUB 
SOLICITORS FLEE 
SEARCHING INQUIRY 


Said They Were Newspaper Art- 
ists and Solicited Funds From 
Business Men. 


UNKNOWN ON NEWSPAPERS 


Ran Out of Office of G. E. 
Dieckman Without Collecting 
$17.50 on Contract He Had 
Signed. 


Two men representing themselves as 
St. Louis newspaper artists, but who 
are not and have never been connected 
with a St, Louis paper ,s0 far as I~ 
vestigation shows have beem soing 


through the financial and éffite bulld- 
ing district soliciting and collecting 
funds in the name of an 0 

which they call the “Cartoon Club.” 

They fled from the offices of Wernse 
& Dieckman, brokers, Wednesday after- 
noon, when George E. Dieckman went 
to a telephone to make inquiries about 
the genuineness of their credentials. 

The men told Dieckman they were 
on the Post-Dispatch staff and that 
their names were Mason and Reed. They 
have never been connected with this 
paper. 

They said that they represented the 
hewspaper artists of St. Louis and that 
they were planning to publish a’ book 
to be known as ‘St. Louis in Carica- 
ture.” They offered to print a cartoon 
of Dieckman in this book for $17.50 pay- 
able in advance. They showed him order 
slips purporting to have been signed by 
representatives of other brokerage 
houses. 

Was.to Have Original Drawing. 

In addition to having his picture fn the 
book he was to receive the artist’s orig- 
inal drawing of the cartoon. They also 
showed him what they sald was a list 
of the members of the “Cartoon Club.” 
It included the names of many artists 
employed on the St. Louls newspapers. 

The men, according to Dieckman, 
mentioned in particular Camillus Kess- 
ler, a member of the St. Louis Times art 
staff. 

The order blank gave the name of H. 
G. Harding as secretary of the ‘'Car- 
toon Club.’’ This name is not in the 
City Directory. 

Dieckman signed oné of the Blanks, 
but before paying the $17.00 he became 
suspicious. In order to gain time he 
sent the men to a friend who has of- 
fices in the same building and who, he 
told them, probably would also give 
them an order. - 

While they were gone Dieckman tele- 
phoned to the Post-Dispatch office and 
learned that artists there had never 
heard of the “Cartoon Club.” 


Ran Away Without Money Dee. 
When the men returned to his office 


e Dieckman asked them to let him look 


again at the application he had signed. 

‘gs know an artist on one of the pa- 
pers. I’ll just call him up and ask him 
about this,’’ said Dieckman. He stepped 
into a telephone booth. 

While waiting for a telephone connec- 
tion Dieckman heard the sound of re- 
treating footsteps. The men ran from 
his office without waiting to collect the 
$17.50. At least one other broker who 
had given the men a check stopped pay- 
ment on the check when he learned of 
Dieckman’'s experience. 

Kessler Had No Part in It. i 

Camillus Kessler, the Times artist who 
was mentioned by the solicitors as in- 
dorsing their plan, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday afternoon that he 
had no part in it. 

About two months ag) business men 
of St. Louis were called on by men who 
solicited donations for an organization 
which they called “The St. Louis News- 
paper Artists.” 

Investigation showed that Kessler was 
the only newspaper artist connected 
with the organization. Others associat- 
ed with him, he said, were landscape 
artists. 

Kessler at that time said that he 
adopted a letter-head bearing the 
phrase “St. Louls Newspaper Artists,” 
in the belief that he, being on a news- 
paper art staff, had a. legitimate right 
to do so. He said that solicitors em- 
ployed by him had exceeded their au- 
thority in representing the character of 
the organization. After business men 
complained, Kessler changed his letter- 
heads to read “St. Louis Cartoon and 
Color Club.”

As “Mother” to Youngsters He 
Feeds ‘Em Goat Milk and They 
Surprise Women. 


“The daddy of Blow street” is the 
affectionate title which his neighbors 
have conferred upon Henry Oester- 
reicher, aged 65. He is the court of 
last resort when mothers dispute over 
some such momentous question as how 
to cure the baby’s colic, what hour of 
the day to give its bath and whether a 
“pacifier” is injurious or not. 

Oesterreicher, who lives at 3731 Blow 
street, has come by his lore of baby 
wisdom through the practical school of 
experience. In January of 198 there 
Were born to him and his wife gir! 
twins. The mother died nine days after- 
wards. Instead of having a woman 
relative or a nurse take the infants and 
rear them, Oesterriicher undertook the 
task himself. , 

His feeding systerfn was so different 
‘that it caused the good mothers of 
Blow street to shake their. heads mourn- 
fully and predict that the twins would 
never survive it. Oesterréicher’s first 
move was to purchase a small herd of 
Angora goats and to feed their milk to 
the infants. The tots thrived on it. 

Mothers for blocks around the Oes- 
terreicher home watched the experiment 
of a mere man bringing up babies. When 
they saw his success with the humble 
goats, the Angoras became as sacred 
in the neighborhood as the peacocks of 
Herod. Any child caught by its parent 
molesting the goats got the full weight 
cf father’s slipper or mother’s brush. 

“I had seen mothers in Austria feed 
their infant children on goat milk and 
it was this that gave me the idea of 
raising mine on it,” said Oesterreicher 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday: 
“Women have always had a sacred 
monopoly on mothering children but I 
think I have successfully broken the 
trust.’’ 

The twins are now 5% years: of age, 
weigh 35 pounds and are a healthy 
pair of pretty little girls. Ocester- 
reicher is the father of eight children, 
all of whom live with him. He has four 
sons, Samuel, Oscar, Edward and Ber- 
nard and four daughters, May and 
Anna and Blanche and Violet, the twins. 

Bome of Oesterreicher’s suggestions 
for bringing up children as given by 
himself are: 

Feed the babies goat milk and oc- 
casionally a little oatmeal water. 

Give them a daily bath at a regular 

hour and follow it with a vigorous 
massage. This massage treatment is 
invaluable and often is not indulged 
in by mothers. 
Let ‘em cry. Don’t pick them up. 
Mothers as a rule are too. kind 
hearted and when infants cry a lit- 
tle immediately fondle them. This 
is bad. Allow them to lie abed and 
cry themselves to sleep. Soon the 
whimpering is a thing of the past. 

Give them all the fresh air pos- 

sible. Whether jt is raining or the 

sun is shining, see that each day 
they have at least an hour outdoors, 
sheltered. 

It has become a custom for mothers 
with children to consult Oesterreicher 
concerning a diet for their children. He 
is always ready to advise and help and 
in many cases has loaned his herd of 
goats to bring an ailing baby through 
a trying period. 

Oesterreicher is a tailor and has been 
in the business since 1877.

Millionaire’s Lawyer Tears Up 
Injunction Papers; Is on 
Way to Belleville. 


Cyrus Thompson of Belleville received 
a telegram I'riday from James H. Har- 
ris, an attorney of Tenver, Stating that 
he had reached Fullerton, Neb, with the 
kody of Alonzo Thompson, Cyrus’ 
brother, after eluding court officials of 
Colorado. The message said the body 
would reach Belleville at night for 
burial. 

Alonzo Thompson was years cold, 
und died Wednesday at Denver. He was 
& millionaire spiritualist, and a few 
weeks ago was divorced by his third 
wife on the ground that his spiritualist 
relations caused him to neglect her. He 
was the war-time state auditor of Mis- 
sourL 

On his deathbed Thompson requested 
his brother to have his body taken to 
Belleville, where he formerly lived, to 
be buried beside his two wives in Green 
Mount Cemetery. 

After his death his son,Alonzo Thom p- 
son Jr., Obtained an order in the 


County Court at Denver prohibiting the 
taking of the body out of Colorado, and 
an effort was made to get possession 
of his will. 

who was the elder Thomp- 
son’s attorney, and Dr. W. H. Heisen, 
a friend of the family, got the will 
and immediately arranged to take the 
body to Belleville for burial in com- 
pliance with the man’s dying request. 
Harris tore up the papers a court 
officer served on him at the station as 
the train began to move and departed 
with the body and will. 

Telegrams were flashed Thursday to 
all points in Colorado along the rail- 
road line asking that Harris and Dr.

It is assume” by the majority of, the public 
officials the Post-Dispatch has interviewed that 
the Southern Traction franchise as one of the 
centributing causes of the defcat of the bond is- 
sues, must be repealed. 

Public contiment and the pledge co! the parties, 
based upon it, is the genera! reason given for 
defeat. 

What is the basis of the public sentiment re- 
ferred to—is it reason or prejuaice? Ought we 
not to inquire into the nature and cause of it? 
Ought we not to consider, not why and how 
the franchise was originally passed—the blunders 
that were originally committed—but what is best 
for St. Louis now. 

We should keep in mind tne desirability of ob- 
taining additional railway facilities, especially 
in new territory, for St. Louis; the use of the 
bridge when it is completed and the good faith 
of the city. 

In its excellent report on the Southern Trac- 
tion franchise the Public Service Commission 
urged that it be not repealed for two strong rea- 
sons. 

One was that St. Louis should endeavor to 
increase transportation facilities by bringing in 
new railways and should never drive them out. 

The other was that the good faith of the city 
would be greatly impaired by the abrogation of 
a contract, all the terms of which had been ful- 
filled by the other party. Since this report the 
company has made concessions which render the 
franchise in many respects one of unusual ad- 
vantage to the city. 

The Post-Dispatch suggests that the questions 
cf the eastern approach and the Southern Trac- 
tion franchise be dealt with in a spirit of fair- 
ness, without prejudice or rancor and with a view 
of obtaining results that will best serve the in- 
terests of St. Louis. Let us apply reason and 
equity to both problems. 
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The fear in navy circles that France or Ger- 
many may be able to whip us years hence is 
soothed by the reflection that we are not afraid 
ef them now even though our navy be “in- 
adequate.’”’ Perhaps our courage will compensate 
for inadequacy years hence. 
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STRENGTHEN THE ERDMAN ACT. 
Successful resort to the Erdman act to prevent 
disastrous strikes on the part of railroad engi- 
neers and firemen has impressed the public with 
the extraordinary value of this enactment for the 
arbitration of labor disputes on interstate rail- 
roads. The law was passed nearly 15 years ago 
and represented then hardly more than an aca- 
demic idea. Ways in which its practical efficacy 
can be improved have been shown by experience 
and its amendment by Congress at an early date 
is properly being made the object of associated 
effort. 

The 80-day limit on; investigation fixed by the 
act is too short a time to obtain a thorough un- 
derstanding of the facts in the more complicated 
disputes. It now applies only to railroad em- 
ployes in the operating department. It should 
apply to all employes of interstate systems. It 
provides for only three arbitrators, too small a 


humber to assume responsibility for decisions in- 
volving millions of dollars and the interests of 


thousands of persons. This point was waived in 
the engineers’ arbitration, for which seven arbi- 


trators were provided by agreement, but came 
very near wrecking the arbitration of the. fire- 


men’s grievances through an insistance on follow- 


ing the exact terms of the act. 


The law should have a thorough overhauling.

avert great loss and inconvenience,

Albeit, he pres- 
ently became a reformer in the New York Lezgis- 
lature—a distinct family trait—and followed the 
family habit of fighting Tammany. He has run 
true to’ breeding and tradition in — his 
present post. 
It remains only to become a Rough Rider 
Cclonel (alas, for another Cuban outbreak!) and 
then- to become Governor of New York, Vive- 
President, President, Hunter, Contributing Edi- 
tor, Third-Termer, Bolter, Progressive and What 
Not. 
‘The young man’s Democracy should prove no 
obstacle. His illustrious cousin came very near 
being a Democrat when he was young and he- 
lieved in free trade.

Answer to Mr. Blewett’s Letter. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. Blewett’s letter is “all theory and no prac- 
tice.” To begin, the comfort and happiness of the 
teacher is not considered. Her health is endan- 
gered or forever ruined by the wonderful system 
ot “wasted air ventilation,” which had better be 
called “rotten air ventilation” because she sits 
either with a perfect gale of chilly air blowing on 
her or she is compelled to breathe the vitiated 
air which is pumped from one room to the next 
and is breathed by 800 children over and over. 
Not only the teacher suffers from this condition. 
but the children also suffer. As for her happiness 
she is always in “hot water” with so many super- 
visors, each demanding perfect work, and instead 
of helping to gain this end by givirsg a lesson 
themselves, they hinder by their criticisms. 

As for the basis of promotions. We all recog- 
nize, as does Mr. Blewett, that the only just and 
deserving basis is “superiority that has the ad- 
vantages of experience born of seniority,” but 
hew often is this the basis of any promotion in 
the St. Louis public schools? It is true that the 
Superintendent and his assistants have ample op- 
portunity to judge of a principal’s capacity and 
fairness, but how often do they avail themselves 
of this privilege? Their chief source of informa- 
tion for promotions comes from the report made 
on these six points: 1. Management of echildren. 2. 
Instruction. 3. Attention to school business. 4. 
Scholarship. 5. Professional interest. 6. Personal 
qualifications. How can any principal justly mark 
a teacher on management of children, instruction, 
etc., if he only visits a room once or twice in a 
term for ten or fifteen minutes? Another source 
of information to help him form his opinion comes 
from the teacher who stands in by acting as his 
private detective. Therefore you.can very readily 
see that this basis for promotion is a farce, as 80 
many who fail in these very points are the very 
ones who receive the promotions. This device is 
to give the principals something to fall back on 
fn case of trouble. “Another farce” is the fact 
that the list of promotions is submitted to the 
Committee on Instruction, because these men do 
not know whether the teachers are men Or women, 
white or black, unless they are especially inter- 
ested in some one particular teacher. So as the 
Superintendent very seldom interferes with the 
list of promotions you can readily see how this 
question of promotion resolves itself into the “one 
man power’-in its last analysis. 

Undoubtedly thé eity is generous in its support 
of the schools, but the “rank and file of teachers” 
do not get the benefit of it. The princely salaries 
are paid to a few such as the superintendent, his 
assistants and. principals, while the teachers do 
the hard work. 

Mr. Blewett only indulges in generalities, but 
dees not answer directly and specifically the 
question: What is the basis for promotions in the 
St. Louis Publie Schools?

LEVEES AND FLOOD CONTROL. 
Theodore Roosevelt, in the Outlook. 
Levees built on the Lower Mississippl 
will not prevent great floods in the Ohio 
and the Missouri rivers, and these 
floods, forming without check as a re- 
sult of accelerated runoff from denuded 
mountain sides, tile drained farms and 
generally improved drainage, gather 
force by the time they reach the Mis- 
sippi River to destroy the levees and 
turn farms into reservoirs. In this way 
much valuable property is destroyed, 
navigable channels are spoiled, power 
and needed water are wasted, and all 
because the Nation has been so poor in 
purpose that it has not seen fit to turn 
a national agency of waste and destruc- 
tion into a national agency of prosper-f 
ity. 
The valleys of the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries cannot be perma- 
nently protected from floods unless four 
things are done: > 
1. The Mississippi River must be 
treated as a unit, with all its tributaries, 
from source to mouth. 
2. The levee system must be brought 
up to a standard for its entire length, 
and thereafter maintained by the Fed- 
eral Government, 
8. The levee system must be supple- 
mented by adequate revetments that will 
protect caving banks; and, 
4. 
supplemented by source-stream control 
which will lower the crest of the floods 
in the Mississippi Valley and thereby re- 
lieve the pressure on the levee. 


STRAIGHT TRACK FOR 76 MILES.

“Over the Jumps” has spread like 
wildfire through Fiurope and tourists 
who became devotees brought it here. 
The picture diagram on this page can 
be readily used when you introduce 
the new game at an evening gathering. 

Those who like to see the thorough- 
breds leaping over the fences in an ac- 
tual race will find plenty of thrills in 
playing ‘“‘Over the Jumps.’’ When the 
contest is close there are many exciting 
moments, and the race is never won till 
it is ended. It is very rare that a horse 
in any one of the columns will gain a 
decided lead.

needed and a number of discs or but- 
tons or coffee beans will do admirably— 
to use as markers. There must be five 
small objects to represent the five noted 
steeplechase horses who figure in the 
contest. 

Cut out the diagram on this page and 
paste it on a sheet of cardboard. Divide 
it into two unequal parts, one side being 
red and the other blue. The red fleld 
means hearts and diamonds and the blue 
spades and clubs. The markers indicat- 
‘ng the horses age placed at the start 
at the bottom of each column. 

At first glance it seems queer that the 
red field has three horses and the blue 
two. It doesn’t look as if the blue had 
an equal chance. Strange as it may 
seem, this is not the fact. Some wizard 
of mathematics devoted months to figur- 
ing out the chances of each color, and 
you will find that the results demon- 
strate the odds have been worked out 
properly. 

When the game begins, a player puts 
a marker over whichever column he ge- 
lects and the horse at the bottom is 


moved up as the contest progresses. The 
first horse to clear the final jump is the 
winner, and the banker, who is also the 
dealer, gives the lucky player as many 
markers as are indicated by the odds 
at the top of the winning column. 


Markers placed in either of the red or 
blue spaces pay one for one. Should 
one of the horses in the red field scram- 
ble over the jumps first, the markers 
in the red space win, and vice versa 
if a blue horse is the victor. One may 
choose to simply put a marker in either 
the blue or red oblong, and let the field 
run for him, or he may play an indi- 
vidual horse, or even two, and also put 
@ marker in either of the red or blue 
spaces. 

When all the markers are placed ac- 
cording to the desire of the players the 
dealer shuffles his cards and begins to 
deal. He lays a card In turn face up- 
ward at the bottom of each one of the 
columns of jumps. 

When the five cards are tn position the 
disc representing a horse is put on the 
first jump immediately above the high-

est card that is shown in the deal. For 
instance, on the accompanying diagram 
the ace of hearts is the highest, and 
consequently the George Eno marker 
should be placed on the first jump. Then 
the dealer lays out five more Cards, 
and if the highest again shows under 
the George Eno. column the 10 to l 
horse will again move one leap nearer 
the finish. The banker continues in this 
fashion until one of the horses wins. 

Should the race not be decided when 
the full deck is dealt out the banker 
reshuffles the cards and starts over 
again. 

Now here is an important point to re- 
member: 

If two cards of similar value, such as 
two kings or two queens, turn up, the 
rule of whist is followed. Hearts are 
highest, then diamonds, clubs next and 
spades last. For instance, if the king of 
hearts falls ynder the Highbridge col- 
umn and the king of spades under Mead- 
owsweet, the deal is accounted as go- 
ing to the credit of Highbridge and the 


king of spades has no value.

BWOMENOUT OF 
75 OFFER 10 AD 
N RESCUING GIRLS 


Mrs. F. H. Ingalls’ Address at 
the Planters Fails to Rally 
Hearers for Service. — 


After Mrs.~F. H. Ingalls had talked 
for a half-hour Thursday to 75 women In 
the Planters Hotel, on the subject of res- 
cuing and reforming delinquent women, 


she asked how many of her hearers were 
Willing to give practical help in such 
work. 

Eight women arose. 

Mrs. Ingalls seemed surprised at the 
small number of volunteers, and asked 
1ather sharply whether the majority of 
the audience had come merely to be en- 
tertained. 

The occasion of Mrs. Ingalls’ ap- 
peal was the meeting of the Women’s 
Committee on Public Morals. She is 
chairman of the committee, Mrs. Let- 
tie Hill May vice-chairman, and 
Mrs. Sarah Spraggon is secretary and 
' treasurer. 

The chief question under discussion 
was whether the committee should 
continue its organization, or should 
disband and let the work for women 
be done by the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, the Women's 
Trade Union League and the Joint 
Committee on Public Morals. The 
women voted to continue the commit- 
tee as a distinct organization. 

When the question of appointing po- 
licewomen, debated at a previous meet-

ing, was brought up, Mrs. Henry Fair- ] 
pack reported that she had Galied on 
the Police Board, and that the members 
had seemed to favor the plan. 

But they pointed out to her that the 
statutes always spoke of a poliée officer 
as “he,” and they said they would seek 
legal authority on the question whether 
this restricted membership in the force 
to men. 

Mrs. W. Lafe Heath of .Webster 
Groves, who is middle-aged and of rath- 
er frail physical appearance, declarad 
she would like’to be a policewoman. Her 
husband is a railroad man, aud she said 
she had often been in places where she 
wished that she had police authurity. 
She then discussed the question of 
rescue work, and of the estallishment 
of a home for women Who ate trying to 
reform. 

Dr. W. A. Evans of the Chicago Roard 
of Health addressed the women on go- 
clological topics. He said the women 
were “floundering around” in their dis- 
cussion, and that public opinion was in 
ro more fixed condition. He condemned 
the policy of segregating vice.

HOUSE HOPES T0 
‘PASS THE TARIFE 
~ BILL IN SO DAYS 


Underwood and Committee 
Handling Measure Have Solid 
Backing of Democrats. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Pont-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—The second 
day of the Democratic caucus empha- 
Sized the fact that Chairman Underwood 
and the Ways and Means Committee 
have the solid backing of the party in 
the House and that the tariff bill will 
be passed there in record time without 


serious amendments. 

The caucus checked up and approved 
the metal schedule as written by the 
Ways and Means Committee. The wind- 
up of the earthenware and glassware 
schedule, which was considered Wedues- 
day, was approved. 

Chairman Underwood is making no at- 
tempt to rush the debate on the various 
schedules. His attitude is to allow mem- 
bers to do all the talking they desire, 
but when it comes to amending any of 
the schedules the caucus is reminded 
that one change would make many 
Changes, because every member would 
be anxious to do something “for the 
folks at home.” Therefore, no amend- 
ments have been allowed to receive a 
majority vote. 

To the Senate in Short Time. 

It is probable that the caucus will com- 
plete its consideration of the bill about 
the middle of next week. The Dill will 
then be presented to the House and de- 
bate wil’ be commenced at once. Un- 
derwood hopes to- put the bill through 
the Howse and send it to the Senate 
within 30 days. 

The committee is anxious now that the 
bill has proven satisfactory to pass it 
just as rapidly as possible in order that 
the unrest which always results from 
tariff legislation will be ended. 

Members who are opposed to free wool 
are making all sorts of threats about 
what they are going to do when that 
schedule comes to a vote. They expect 
to do a great deal of talking and they 
hope this oratory will be con- 
sumed at home, but they ad- 
mit privately that free wool, as far as 
the House is concerned, is a certainty. 
They admit that there is no possible 
cambination of votes to beat free wool. 

The sugar representatives will make a 
fight, but, like the wool men, they admit 
that they are in a hopeless minority. 

Message Makes Friends. 

The effects of President Wilson’s stand 
on the tariff are beginning to be seen 
in the House. His message made many 
friends and supporters among men who 
were lukewarm, at the best, a week ago. 

His visit to the Senate, Wednesday 
carrying with it the assurance that he 
is interested in the honest and rapid re- 
vision of the tariff, has brought many 
members to the realization that the Sen- 
ate will not alter the tariff bill as it has 
done in the past. The members who are 
not satisfied with all the items in the bill 
are beginning to feel that they have 
been treated as well as any of their col- 
leagues and they are willing to accept 
the entire program. 

Sugar Modification Urged. 

The, President was urged today to 
agree to a modification in the tariff 
schedule on sugar so as to make dis- 
cretionary with the executive at the 
end of three years whether sugar should 
be free. 

Former Gov. Alva Adams of Colorado 
told the President that, although the 
industry in Colorado could stand a re- 
duction to 1 cent a pound as now pro- 
vided in the tariff bill, the knowledge 
that sugar would be free at the end 
of three years would have a depressing 
effect on business during the three-year 

period. 

Col. Robert Ewing, Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman from Louisiana.

[Prepares to Support Demand 
With Military; Greece Con- 
centrates Army. 


LONDON, April 11.—Bulgaria is mak- 
ing formal claims to the possession of 
Saloniki, now occupied by the Greek 


troops, according to an exchange tele- 
graph company’s dispatch from Bel- 
grade, Servia. 

The dispatch adds that Bulgaria is 
taking military measures to support her 
claims, while Greece is concentrating 
her army along the railway leading to 
Saloniki.

Lane and H. Launkranz. 


Triple Alliance Advocates Giving of 
Saloniki to Buigars. 
VIENNA, April 11.—The Powers com- 


SALONIKI AND GETS 


posing the Triple Alliance, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary and Italy, advocate, 
according to Neue Frele Presse, that 
Saloniki should be given to Bulgaria as 
compensation for the cession of Silisteria 
and a atrip of Buigaria’s territory to 
Roumania. Russia and France, on the 
other hand, are of the opinion that 
Greece should have Saloniki, while En- 
gland appears to favor the view of the 
Triple Alliance. It Was announced a 
few days ago that Greece had trans- 
ferred a division of her army from the 
province of Epirus to Saloniki. 


Servians Withdraw After Blunder 
Causes Montenegrin Losses. 
CETTINJE, Montenegro, April 11.—The 
Servian troops, which have been assist- 
ing the Montenegrin army in the siege 
of Scutari have withdrawn and are 
marching back to Servia. This leaves 
Montenegro standing virtually alone in 

its defiance of the Powers. 

The Official Gazette declares today 
that the heavy Montenegrin losses suf- 
fered in the recent assault on the Tara- 
kosch forts were due mainly to the 
Servian artillery, which continued to 
fire while the allied troops were storm- 
ing the works. 

“The Servian commander forgot to 
give the order to cease fire,” says the 
Gazette.
